Mr. DePu y also for many y ears 
farmed the old homestead three miles 
northeast of the city , coming to Dix on 
fou rteen y ears ago. 
A t Sterling on Ju ne 17 ,187 2, Mr. 
DePu y wv s u nited in marriage with 
Miss Jane M. Tonner of Chicago who 
su rv iv es him. The only child was a 
dau ghter, Mrs. Elliott DeRemer of 
Elgin. Mr. DePu y leav es a sister» 
Mrs Rachel McAnnu y of Rock ford,

Mr. Depu y was of a cheerfu l and op­ 
tim istic 
disposition, charitable to­ 
wards all and broad-minded. 
His 
home was all to him y et he was a lov ­ 
er of natu re and of the riv er which 
flowed in front of his door. He will be 
greatly missed by all who k new him .
